profits

federal trade commission in its report 
Saturday to the senate, must return 
the amount of .such profits to the 
government in the form of milled 
Hour, under regulations made public 
by Food Administrator Hoover. 


The 
federal 
trade 
commission 


charged that the millers had made a 
profit of forty-five cents a barrel on 
Hour despite the food administration's 
regulations limiting the differential to 
twenty-five cents. It develops that the 
commission's report was anticipated, 
as the administration regulations were 
sent out June 17. 


Millers whose profits at the close of 


the fiscal year which ended June 30 
are in excess of the maximum permit- 
ted, are required to credit the amount 
of the excess to the food administra- 
tion to he liquidated by Hour to be 
sold to the army, navy, marine corps 
and the food iidministration's grain 
corporation in New York at $H. a bar- 
rel.

The millers' books will be balanced 


as of June SO and again as of July11 
to show the amount of the excess 
profit.

Fireless Cooker and How to 


Get Best Results From Use 


of This Convenience 


(Prepared by the United Siaies .Depart* 


in".".' of AgrlcuHurf ) 


The time which each kind of food 


should stay in the flreless cooker de- 
pends both on the nature of the food 
and on the temperature at which it re- 
mains ir.bide the cooker, and before 
recipes for u;<e with the tireless cooker 
can bc> prepared one must have some 
means of knowing ho»v temperatures 
are preserved i'i it. In experiments 
made in the office of Home Economics 
a 6-quart kettle was Idled with boil- 
ing water and pur into the cooker, the 
packing of w hich happened to be news- 
paper. The temperature of the water, 
which was 212 degrees F. when put 
into the cooker, was found to be 172 
degrees F. after four hours had elapsed 
and 155 degrees F. after eight hours 
had elapsed. ThU shows the advisabil- 
ity of the common custom of allowing 
food to remain undislmhcd in the cook- 
er for at least six or eight hours, or 
in some cases overnight. If a soap- 
stono, hot brick, or other extra source 
of heat is used, less time will be re- 
cjuiied. 
Mateuals which are denser 


than wafer (sugar sirun as used in 
cooking dried fruit), and therefore can 
be heated to a higher degree, will keep 
up the temperatuie longer when put 
into the cooker. Thus the density of 
the food material, as well as the 
amount and the length of time that the 
apparatus retains the heat, must be 
taken into consideration in determin- 
ing how long different materials must 
be cooked in the cooker. 


The recipes for dishes to be prepared 


in the firoless cooker differ somewhat 
from those for foods cooked in the or- 
dinary way, chiefly in the amount of 
water or other liquids called for. Less 
liquid should be put into the food to 
bo prepared in an ordinary Creless 
cooker, .sim e there is no chance for 
water to e\aporate. The cook must 
br> guided largely by experience in de- 
ciding how long food .should be heated 
before neing put into the cooker and 
how long it should be allowed to re- 
main thore.

The beautiful architecture 


to bo found in the English village 
churches has received its lull meed of 
appreciation, and so. though possibly 
in a slightly le-ss degree', ha\e the 
fine old manor houses which dot the 
countryside and provide a most inter- 


| esting study in the local variations 


which occur in the generally prevail- 
ing style at any given period. 
The 


barns, however, have been rather neg- 
lected, and literature on the subject is 
practically nonexistent. 


Tot the barn is intimately bound up 


with the history of the neighborhood 
in w hich it stands, and where, for pos- 
sibly nearly 500 years, it has been ful- 
filling practically the same eminently 
important functions, with little change, 
for the benefit of the folk in its neigh- 
borhood. The mefhods of the farmer 
may vary, but the general routine of 
the countryside goes on, much the 
same, century after century, and the 
great barns still stancl ready to house 
the people's food as they have done,

These old Gothic barns are very

they are. and if they are less ornate, 
they are. in their simplicity, hardly 
le.-s imposing.

It is by no means alwajs an easy 


I matter to tell the precise date of 


i these barns at first hight, but some- 


times theie is a litlle caning, a bit 
ot tfacerj or a linial which will supply 
the clew, or pejssibly again, the form 
of a buttress may afford tin indica- 
tion; but fortunately there are gener- 
ally local records to which access may 
be had containing details of the origin 
arid foundation of the barns. 


Among the famous fourteenth cen- 


tury barns of England are those ai 
Glastonhury, Wells and Pilton in Som- 
ersetshire, Great Coxwell in Berkshire 
and Abbotsbury in Dorsetshire. These 
are all what may be described as barns 
of the first magnitude; great cruci- 
form buildings which may well vie in, 
hize arid dignity with many churches. 


Of the barn at Great Coxwell, Wil- 


liam Mortis said that it was "unap- 
jiroachable in its dignity, as beautiful 
as a cathedral, yet with no ostentation 
of the builder's art," and he always 
declared that it was one of the finest 
buildings in England or anywhere else 


Accidents Can Be Avoided 


by Observing Safety Rules 


Statistics show that in the United 


States during the year 191G there 
were approximately 50,000 fatal acci- 
dents and 600,000 serious injuries, 
says the Magazine of Safety. 
One- 


half of this enormous number have 
been classified as accidents occurring 
to employees of the manufacturing 
industries and public service com- 
panies throughout the country—50 
per cent of which would have been 
avoided if workmen had not been 
careless, while another 25 per cent 
may safely be attributed to thought- 
lessness. 
Needless 
accidents 
can 


only be eliminated by everyone piuc- 
ticing the rules of safely at all times 
and in all places. 


Two Senators for Each State. 


Congress consists of two senators 


from ouch state, the smallest state as 
well as the largest, and a number of 
representatives, according to popula- 
tion. The basis of representation, or 
number of inhabitants for a represen- 
tative, is fixed by congress under each 
recurring census so as to secure ade- 
quate representation for e^ery state 
without making the house too large 
and unwieldy. 
The Constitution of 


the United States, adopted in 1789, 
said the number of representatives 
should not exceed one for e\ery 30,000 
of population, and as no census had1 
jet be'^n taken, .'{0,000 \\as adopted as 
the ratio of representation and the 
population of the different °tates was 
estimated. By this process the first 
house of representatives consisted of 
05 members. Since then congress has 
passed 13 apportionment acts, under 13 
different censuses, changing the basis 
of representation every time except 
once. 


In 1SOO and in 1810 the ratio was 


Sxed at one representative for 33,000 
population. In 1820 the ratio was in- 
creased to 35,000, and it has been in- 
creased every tenth jear since till it is 
now 211,877, while-the membership of 
the house has increased from 65 to 435. 


Fecundity of Bacteria. 


"Bacteria reproduce with almost in- 


credible rapidity," says George W. 
Hunter in "A Civic Biology." It is 
stimated that a single bacterium, 
i>y n process of division called fission 
(dividing itself into two parts) will 
give rise to over 16,700,000 others in 
J4 hours. Under unfavorable condi- 
tions they stop dividing and 
form 


rounded bodies called spores. These 
are exceedingly difficult to Injure or 
destroy.—Popular Sol cage Monthly. 


Big Oil Supply. 


Last year the United States pro- 


duced 341,800,000 barrels of crude oil, 
approximately 68 per cent of the 
world's 
consumption. 
In 1916 its 


share was about 65 per cent. A large 
part of the fuel oil used by the Brit- 
ish navy comes from Mexico. Last year 
Mexico produced 60,000,000 
barrels, 


about 20,000,000 barrels over the out- 
put the jear before. Russia in 1917, 
produced 70,000,000 barrels, a falling 
off of about 2,000,000 barrels from the 
1916 production. In the Dutch East 
Indies 14,000,000 barrels were pro- 
duced last year and 17,000,000 barrels 
the year before. 
Roumania in 1917 


produced 11,000.000 barrels as com- 
pared with 10,000,000 the year pre- 
vious. 
Most of the Roumanian oil 


fields are now under control of Ger- 
many.—The Pathfinder.

ki$;, 
iJi fact, this practice was con- 
tinued until the Reformation. 
it was also the custom up to the 
eighteentii cejitury for the priest to tell 
an **Ea6ter tale'' from the pulpit, to en- 
Ivea the people after the gloom of 
3^ent. Here is an example: 
A black- 
Mnilh and his wife who had offered 
hospitality to a stranger found that 
lliey had entertained an angel un- 
awfcres. On leaving, he offered to grant 
any . request they might make.

wife asked to be made sure of heaven»

for over twenty-iour hours

tapers lighted so that in i\ spirit of 
penance they may sear ilieir ‘bodies 
with the burning taper that has been 
hghied by “the holy Jire.** 
The task of the Turkish guard sta; 
tioned there, in the great Christian 
temple erected in Uie cradle of their 
fanh, symbolizing in its v^orship the 
unity in diversity of tho church, is 
virtually powerless to keep order, 
much lebs to chuck the noting and 
ñghting of professed t'hJlstians.

KE REFORMED 


St. Louis’ “ Wost Dangerous” Man 
Is Called “ Snitch,” and 
Then Shot. 


DRAW INJURED MAN 
28 MILES OM SLED 


LEFT 
OUT 
IN 
TREAT 


Reformed Criminal Demands Reason, 
and Stranger Shoots Him—Dead 
Man Has Long Record of 
Unlawful Acts. 


St. IX)Uis.—William iSkippyi Rohan, 
once kncw*n as * the most dangerous 
man in St. Louis,” was killed because 
he had reformed. 
Tho police have 
come to that conclußion. 
When a gangster reforms, the police 
hold, he neenssarlly keeps out of jail. 
His companions immediately become 
suspicious of him and imagine he is 
enjoying immunity 
because he is 
‘*snitohi2)g.” Rohan married and said 
ho had reformed two yeai 3 ago, after 
21i years of criminal activity. 
He was 
shot through the heart, probably by 
one of his own gang, in a saloon on 
North Broadway, 
Witnesses to the shooting arrested 
by the polite said Rohan was killed 
by 
stranger** who happened into 
the saloon, denounced Skippy as a 
snitch'* and lired ßve times at him. 
The slayer escaped. 
The murdev of 
Rohan was the eleventh in St. Louis 
in three mouths. 
In only threo of 
them ha\e the police bee^i able to get 
evidence in murder charges. 
Rohan 
was killGj within a short distance 
from where John (Red) Aiurphy, a no- 
toriou« gangster, was found shot to 
death, and a few doors from the 8a- 
loon in which Charles Reutlinger was 
killod. 
'*YouVe A Snitch/' Said Stranger. 
A patrolman standing at Broadway 
und Cass avenue heard live shots in 
the Broadway saloon. He found Skip- 
py’s body lying on tho sidewalk in 
front o^' the place. There were three 
men in the saloon—John Laker, the 
bartender; James J. Jeffries and Aug­ 
ust Hartmann. 
Laker said Rohan and several other 
men were lined up at the bar when a 
stranger entered and “set ’em up,*' 
to everybody in the place except Ro­ 
han. 
“Why this slam at me?'' asked Ro­ 
han, according to Laker's story. 
“You’re 
a 
snitch,” 
replied 
the 
stranger, according to the bartender. 
A quarrel followed, and the stranger 
drew a revolver and fired five shots. Ho 
lied as Rohan fell, dropping the revol­ 
ver on the floor. Haxtmann. said Laker 
picked up the revolver and tried to 
thrust it into his pocket, but he 
pushed the bartender away. Hartmann 
said that he and Jeffries earned Ro­ 
han’s body out of the saloon at the 
command of tho bartender. 
Rohan’s police record began in 1S92. 
His first sentence was to the Pontiac

Wonderful Submarine Is the Invention of \V. D . Sisson, 
an American Engineer 


Firelcss Cooker and How to

^Millions nnil possibly liillli.ns of dollars worth of treasuros now^ylnj; on 
tüp ocean iloor in sunkon ships may ho roicainod to the world by the “cannon 
telili.*' Tlio fi:rcat diving? ]>oH has just been coniplotod and is now being tested. 
I t resembles a cannon ball, a lilant s])here, eii^ht f^^et in diameter. The shell is 
sonde of touiih vanadiinn steel, one an d one-fourth inches In thickness and 
weiirhs, with tlie niaclilnery inside, six tons. 
The submarine works by 
maneuverinii huge steel pontoons alongside a sunken ship, bolting the pontoons 
t%> the vessel and thus releasing the mechanism which pumps the pontoons 
:iree of water and raises the sunken ship. 
The largest pontoons are 40 feet 
Ä6ng and 15 feet in diameter, and have a lifting power of ;]00 tons oach. 
Two operators form the crew of the diving bell and they work in normal 
atmospheric conditions because of an oxygen tank on top of the sphere. The 
«ir .supply will last for 72 hours without being replenished. 
The supporting 
€Wible and all electrical and telephone wires are carried in an insulated cable, 
^hieh is strong enough to support 50 tons. 
Two propellers and a rudder give the ball lateral movement and two pro- 
jpcllcrs send it up and down. These propellers push the ball through the w ater 
ittt two miles per hour. 
In front of the ball are four 3.000 candle power nitrogen lamps, covered 
NTrilh a steel net, and a two-inch glass, to light up the hulls of the sunken ships. 
(Near oach light is a lookout lens four inches in thickness. 
On the front are 
Äuge magnets, which draw the ball to the hull of the sunken vessel.

The time which oach kind of iood 
should slay In the flreless cooker de­ 
pends both on the nature of the food 
and on the temperature at which it re­ 
mains inside the conker, and before 
recipes for u/<e with the fireless cooker 
ean bo prepared one must have some 
moans of knowing ho''' temperatures 
aio preserved In it. 
In experiments 
made in the ofiice of Home Economics 
a C-quart kettle was illled with boil­ 
ing w^ater and put into the cooker, the 
packing of which hai)pened to be news­ 
paper. 
The temperature of the water, 
which was 212 degrees P. when put 
Into the cooker, was found to be 172 
degrees P. after four hours had elapsed 
and 155 degrees P. after eight hours 
had elapsed. This shows the advisabil* 
Ity of tiie common custom of allowing 
food to remain undisturbed in the cook­ 
er for at least six or eight hours, or 
In some cases overnight. 
If a soap­ 
stone. hot brick, or other extra sourco 
of heat is used, less time will be re­ 
quired. 
Materials which are denser 
than water (sugar sirup as used in 
cooking dried fruit), and therefore can 
be heated to a higher degree, will keep 
up the temperature longer when put 
into the cooker. 
Thus the density of 
the food 
material, 
as well as tho 
amount and the length of time that the 
apparatus retains the heat, must bo 
taken Into consideration in determin­ 
ing how long diirerent materials must 
bo cooked In the cooker. 
The recipes for dishes to bo preparet? 
in tho fireless cooker differ somewhat 
from those for foods cooked in the or­ 
dinary way, chiefly in the amount of 
w ater or other liquids called for. 
Less 
liquid ahould be put into the food to 
bo prepared in an 
ordinary fireless 
cooker, since there is no chance for 
%vater to evaporate. 
The cook m ust 
be guided largely by experience in de­ 
ciding how long food should be heated 
before being put into the côoker and 
how long it should bo allowed to re­ 
main tti;‘re.

HorrfC-Grown Sweet Corn Is 
Best— Good Advice on How 
To Grow Your Roasting Ears 


To have sweet corn at its best, says 
the U. S. departm ent of agriculture, it 
should be on the fire within 15 minutes 
after being pulled from the stalk. 
It 
loses quality very rapidly after being 
picked because its sugar changes into 
starch. 
This is a fine argument for 
having this crop in tho home garden, 
if space will allow. 
Those who wish 
to grow their own roasting ears will 
find tho following advice useful: 
Corn does best in a fertile soli, but 
is able to adapt itself to all textures 
from sand to clay. 
To grow It in suf­ 
ficient quantities for the average fam ­ 
ily requires more space, however, than 
for most garden vegetables. 
It should 
not be planted until after danger of 
frost Is past. 
The rows should bo spaced not clos­ 
er than three feet apart, and for the 
larger-growing late varieties the dis­ 
tance had best be three and one-half 
feet. 
Stalks should be thinned to 
stand from 15 to 18 iilches in the row. 
In planting, the seed is covered Avith 
one or two inches of soil.

The great old stone barns of Eng* 
land, dating, many of them, from the 
fourteenth century, are, comparatively 
speaking. little known to the general 
public, 
says 
the 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor. 
The beautiful architecture 
to bo found in the English village 
churches has received its full meed of 
appreciation, aud so. though possibly 
in a slightly less degree, have the 
fine old manor houses which dot the 
countryside and provide a most inter­ 
esting study in the local variations 
which occur In the generally prevail­ 
ing style at any given period. 
The 
barns, however, have been rather neg­ 
lected. and literature on the subject is 
practically nonexistent. 
Yet the barn is intimately bound up 
with tlie history of the neighborhood 
In which it stands, and where, for pos­ 
sibly nearly 500 years, it has been ful­ 
filling practically the vsame eminently 
Important functions, with little change, 
for the benefit of the folk In its neigh­ 
borhood. 
The me?hods of the farm er 
may vary, but the general routine of 
the countryside goes on, much the 
same. centuiT after century, and tho 
great barns still stand ready to house 
the people’s food as they have done, 
summer and winter, for so many hun­ 
dred years. 
These old Gothic barns are very 
dignified aijd very bi-autiful buildings, 
comparable In some ways to tho vil­ 
lage churches whose contemporaries 
they are. and if they are less onuite, 
they are. in their simplicity, hardly 
less Imposing. 
Indeed, some people 
would give the balance in favor of 
the barns in this matter. 
It is by no means ahvays an easy 
m atter to tell the precise date of 
these barns at first sight, but some­ 
times there is a little carving, a bit 
of tfacery or a finial which will supply 
the clew, or possibly again, the form 
of a buttress may afTord an indica­ 
tion; but fortunately there are gener­ 
ally local records to wiiich access may 
be had containing details of tlie origin 
and foundation of the barns. 
Among the famous fourteenth cen­ 
tury barns of England are those a t 
Glastonbury. Wells and Pllton In Som­ 
ersetshire, Great Coxwell in Berkshire 
and Abbotsbury in Dorsetshire. These 
are all what may be described as b a p s 
of the first m agnitude; great cruci­ 
form buildings which may well vie in, 
size and dignity with many churches. 
Of the barn at Great Coxwell, Wil­ 
liam Morris .said that it w’as “unap­ 
proachable in its dignity, as beautiful 
as a cathedral, yet with no ostentation 
of the builder’s art,” and he ahvays 
declared that it was one of the finest 
buildings in England or anywhere else»

Congress consists of two senators 
from ea(ii state, the smallest state as 
well as the largest, and a number of 
representatives, according to popula­ 
tion. 
The basis of representation, or 
number of Inhabitants for a represen­ 
tative, is fixed by congress under each 
recurring census so as to secure ade­ 
quate representation for every state 
without making the house too large 
and imwleldy. 
The Constitution of 
the United States, adopted in 1789, 
said the number of representatives 
should not exceed one for every 30,000 
of population, and as no census, had* 
yet been taken, 30.000 was adopted as 
the ratio of representation and the 
population of the different states w^as 
estimated. 
By this process the first 
house of representatives consisted of 
05 members. 
Since then congress has 
passed 13 apportionment acts, under 13 
different censuses, changing the basis 
of representation every 
time except 
once. 
In 1800 and in 1810 the ratio was 
fixed at one representative for 33,000 
I popuIati(m. 
In ISliO the ratio was in- 
' creased to 35,000, and it has been in­ 
creased every tenth year since till it is 
now 211,877, while# tlie membership of 
the house has Inci'based from C5 to 435.

Then they were sworn in as 
American citizens by Prothonotary Roth 
and their certificates of citizenship were 
handed thtm. President Judge McPher- 
son made a brief address to the men and 
the ceremonies were at an end. The ad- 
ministering of the oath of allegience was a 
specially interesting proceeding as the 
men were called by nationalities. Between 
140 and 150 subjects of Great Britain ap- 
peared as a body. Smaller contingents 
came from the following lands: France, 
Belgium, Austria, Denmark, Greece, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Russia, Scrvia, Sweden, Tur- 
key, and Mexico. All the men were ap- 
parently very, happy over being made 
Americans.

Prior to the Revolutionary struggle 


the sentiment in i." *he colonies for 
ten years and more from the time of 
the first Stamp Act troubles was 
strongly against a severance of rela- 
tions with the pare r>t rountry. Paul 
Revere's ride at'd the battles of Lexing- 
ton and Concord in April, 1775, memo- 
rable as those events are as the fore- 
runners of the great conflict, failed to 
arouse any widespread enthusiasm for 
independence. It is even significant to 
note that just a year before the Dec- 
laration of Independence was unani- 
mously approved by all of the thirteen 
colonies the Continental congress that 
had appointed Washington comman- 
der in chief of the army, drew up, July 
0, 177.">, a declaration of the causes for 
taking up arms in which it was said:

Even Thomns Jefferson, the author 


of the Declaration of Independence, 
two months after the battle of Bunker 
Hill wroie that he was "looking with 
fondness toward a reconciliation with 
Oreat Britain." 


A few far-sighted leaders like Ben-

The historic declaration of the citi- 


zens of Mecklenburg county, North 
Carolina, in May. 1775, was one of sev- 
eral local events indic-atinc that public 
opinion was tending toward independ- 
ence, but not until the appearance of 
Thonia? Paine's stirring pamphlet, 
"Common Sense," early in January, 
177G, 
was tlie-re any appreciable public 


sentiment in its favor. 
In the plain 


language of the day it presented the 
facts so simply that all could under- 
stand. 
This "phenomenon," as John 


Adams styled Paine, suddenly found 
himself transformed from obscurity to 
fame. 
The Pennsylvania legislature 


voted him $2,500, and a Southern legis-

lator suggested that a statue of Paine 
in sold would not be too high an honor. 
Richard Henry Lee's Resolution. 


Things moved rapidly in the colonies 


after that, and Richard Henry Lee of 
Virginia rose in the Continental con- 
gress at Philadelphia, June 7,17V6, and 
presented his famous resolutions which 
led to the Declaration of Independence. 
The resolutions, in Lee's handwriting, 
arid now one of the treasured papers 
in the library of congress, were: 


Resolved. That these United Colonies 


arc anJI of risht ought to bo free and 
independent slates, that they arc ab- 
solved from all allegiance to the British 
crown, and that all political connection 
between them and the state of Creit 
Britain is and ought to be totally dis- 
solved; 


That it is expedient forthwith to t^Ae 
the most effectual measures for form- 
ins foreign .."lances; 
That a plan of confederation be pre- 


pared and transmitted to the respective 
e'olonics for their consideration and ap- 
probation.

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Draft of the First Words of the Declaration of Independence, in Thomas Jef- 


ferson's Handwriting, Which Established Democracy in America. 


IToro, in fact, was the Declaration of 


Independence \n a nutshell, proposed 
by one of the most eminent men «of ' 
the most Influential colony at that 
time and promptly seconded by John ' 
Adonis of Massachusetts. It was deem- 
ed wise to order the secretary to omit 
their names from the journal. The next j 
day congress went into a committee of 


the whole to discuss the resolutions. 
The delegates from Pennsylvania, New 
York and one or two other colonies ob- 
jected on the ground that the middle 
colonies were not yet ready for so radi- 
cal a step, although personally express- 
ing a friendly attitude. 
Delegates Hesitated. 


Unanimous action by all the colonies 


on so momentous a question was re- 
garded by congress as of paramount 
importance. Some of the delegates had 
not been instructed to go so far as vot- 
ing for independence, New York and 
New Jersey being among them. 
The 


majority had been authorized to take 
any action that might be deemed wise, 
Virginia liming gone so far as actual- 
ly to instruct her delegates to propose 
ji declaration of independence to con- 
gress, and Richard Henry Lee was 
simply obeying the legislative voice of 
his colony when he presented his reso- 
lutions. 


June 10 congress postponed final 


consideration for three weeks, and on 
the following day appointed a commit- 
tee of five to draw up the declaration. 
Richard Henry Lee, as the proposer of 
the plan, would surely have been on thfe 
committee and, possibly, its chairman, 
had he not in the meantime been hur- 
riedly summoned home by the illness 
of his wife. 
But for that Lee might 


have been the author of the declara- 
tion instead of his younger Virginia 
colleague, Thomas Jefferson, then but 
thirty-three years old. 


Jefferson had brought to congress 


the reputation for wielding a facile 
pen, and in the balloting for the com- 
mittee he received a majority of votes 
and became its chairman. The others 
were John Adnms of Massachusetts, 
Benjamin Franklin of Pennsylvania, 
Roger Sherman of Connecticut and 
Robert R. Livingston of New York. 
Honor Given Jefferson. 


How did Jefferson come to be se- 


lected to write the Declaration, "the 
one American slate paper, as has been 
said, that has reached to supreme dis- 
tinction in the world and that seems 
likely to last as long as American civi- 
lization lasts"? 


The most interesting account is dv- 


cn by John Adams, who says that he 
and Thomas Jefferson w ere designated 
by the committee to prepare the rough 
minufes in a proper form. Mr. Jeffer- 
son first proposed that Adams prepare 
the draft of the Declaration. Adams 
declined, giving, as he says in his au- 
tobiography, the following reasons: 


(1) That he was a Virginian and I a 


Massacliusettensian. (2) That he was a 
Southern man and I a Northern one. (3) 
That I had been so obnoxious for my 
early and constant zeal in promoting1 the 
measure that e\cry draft of mine would 
undergo a more severe scrut.ny and criti- 
cism in conorress than one of his composi- 
tion (4) And l.istly, and that would be rea- 
son enough if tlicrf- \vcre no other, I had a 
gieat opinion of the elegance of his pen 
and none at all of mv own I therefore 
insisted that no hesitation should be 
made on his part. He accordingly took 
the minute-1; nnd in a day or t%vo produced 
to me his draft. 


As Jefferson Wrote It. 


Jefferson .says that the entire com- 


mittee urged him to make the draft. 
He showed it first to Franklin and 
Adams "because they were the two 
members of Vhose judgments and 
imendments I wished most to have the 
oenefit." They made a few minor al- 
terations in their handwriting. This 
original draft was given by Jefferson 
to Richard Henry-Lee, the dean of 
the Virginia delegation, and in 1825 
his grandson presented it to the Amer- 
ican Philosophical society of Philadel- 
phia. 


Jefferson, having made another copy, 


with the changes suggested, presented 
it to the committee, which reported it 
unaltered to congress. July 1 Phila- 
delphia was on the qui vive of expecta- 
tion, and contemporary accounts have 
left us a stirring picture of the eager- 
ness with which the citizens awaited 
definite news of the most important 
act which the colonists had been called 
upon to decide in the long chain of 
disputes with the mother country. On 
the following day, when the formal 
•sote of congress was taken, the reso- 
lutions were approved by twelve col- 
onies—all except New York. The orig- 
inal colonies, therefore, became the 
United States of America on July 2, 
177(5. The next two days were spent 
in discussing the draft of the Declara- 
tion as drawn by Jefferson. The debate 
was animated, but when it was all 
over the dr.ift was adopted with sur- 
prisingly few changes, a tribute to the 
ability with which the author had ex- 
pressed to the world the causes which 
had made it necessary for "one people 
to dissolve the political banfls which 
have connected them with another." 
Unanimously Adopted. 


The Declaration of Independence 


was then unanimously adopted oy the 
twelve colonies, whose delegates were 


instructed to vote in its favor, on July 
4, which thenceforth became the recog- 
nized birthday of the new nation. 


The old bell ringer of Philadelphia, 


who had been patiently waiting for the 
news in the steeple of the historic 
statehouse, was the first to peal out 
the message of American independence 
on the bell ever since honored as the 
Liberty Bell. No longer was there any 
doubt that public opinion was ready 
for the step, for, as the news spread, 
it was everywhere recei red with ex- 
ultation. 


Word came to George Washington 


July 9, at his headquarters in New- 
York, that the Declaration was ratified, 
and it was at once read to the sol- 
diers and citizens. On the same day 
the New York assembly, in session at 
White Plains, gave its formal vote for 
independence, and the thirteen colonies 
were then united in their common 
cause. 


John Hancock, president of the con- 


gress, was the only member who signed 
the declaration on July 4. An engross- 
ed copy on parchment was ordered for 
all the delegates to sign. This was 
completed August 2 and signed by 54 


John Adams. 


delegates. 
Two others signed later, 


Thomas McKean of Delaware, who was. 
absent with his regiment in August, 
and Matthew Thornton of New Hamp- 
shire, who was not elected to congress 
until the fall, but was perm'tted to 
sign the document in November, mak- 
ing the total number of the famous 
"signers'" 5G. 
The Two Most Famous Signers. 


Of oil the signers, Jefferson and 


Adams bear a deeper personal relation 
to the declaration than any others. 
Adams was its most vigorous supporter 
in congress and Jefferson bears testi- 
mony to his valuable aid. 
In after 


years both received the highest honors 
that the citizens could bestow. They 
were permitted to witness the growth 
of their country for half a century, 
from the first Independence day. 
The 


day of their death, July 4, 1820, was 
the fiftieth anniversary of the memor- 
able Fourth of July. It was the most 
remarkable coincidence ever n corded 
in American history. Jetferson was 
eighty-three years old and John Adams 
ninety-one years. 


The 56 signers were distributed 


among the 13 states in the following 
proportion: Pennsylvania, 0; Virginia, 
7; Massachusetts, 5; New Jersey, 5; 
Connecticut 4; Maryland, 4; 
New 


York, 4; 
South 
Carolina, 4; New 


Hampshire, 3; Delaware, 3; Georgia, 
3; North Carolina, 3: Rhode Island, 2. 


Jefferson's draft of the declaration, 


presented to congress and the signed 
copy on parchment are in the depart- 
ment of state at Washington, the lat- 
ter having been replaced for public ex- 
hibition several years ago by a fac- 
simile. 


French People Our True Friends. 
The true and controlling reason why 


the government of Louis XVI inter- 
vened in our war of Independence was 
the enthusiasm of the French people 
for the cause of liberty. Considera- 
tions or material advantage wore en- 
tirely secondary. Public opinion forced 
the hand of an unwilling and hesitat- 
ing government, and placed at our 
disposal the economic, military and 
naval resources of the country.

$50,000 For Road 


Wok in County. 


State Highway Commissioner O'Neil on 


Friday announced the roads and their lo- 
cation which the Highway Department 
will improve with the $500,000 set aside 
for the department, for the improvement 
of "war emergency roads." Five of the 
most important sections are being resur 
faced with bituminous mixed material 
owing to the exceedingly heavy motoi 
truck traffic. 
The work in its entirety is 


being handled by the Department's main 
tenance division. Adams couutygete $50, 
000 of the entire amount. Of the real ap 
propriation $20,000 is to be spent on a 
stretch of road a little more than li miles 
in length in Germany township; while 
$30,000 is to be spent in Cumberland 
Mt. Joy and Germany townships, on a 
stretch of road 9 miles long. Though the 
announcement does not state definitely 
it is presumed that the two sections are 
the ones which have been followed by the 
many Army truck trains. 


Draft Orders. 


All local draft boards in Pennsylvania 


have been instructed to adhere to the 
regulations in classifying the new regis- 
trants in regard to dependency, especially 
where parents 01 relatives are willing to 
provide for dependents while the regis- 
trant is in the service. Boards have been 
instructed in considering claims for de- 
f e r r e d classification on dependency 
grounds to ''disregard income provided 
by the state or municipalities for the 
maintenance of dependents while the re- 
gistrants on whose labors these persons 
are dependent for support are in the mil- 
itary service of the United States." Can- 
celation of serial numbers whether be- 
cause of a death or not must not be made 
without authority from the state head 
quarters. Boards haye also been warned 
to be economical in sending telegrams. 


There is a little 2-year-old girl baby 


near Glenville, York county, which bears 
marks of cruelty and the authorities of 
the communities are making an investi 
tion with a view of punishing the father 
of the child, Raymond Hendrix, a young 
farmer, who lives just over the line in 
Maryland. According to the story as told 
by the child's mother, Mrs. Blanche H. 
Hendrix, her husuand has been abusing 
the baby ever since it was born. Last 
Sunday, Mrs. Hendrix says, ehe took the 
child along with her to church. After 
they returned her husband took tbe baby 
upstairs and soon afterward the mother 
heard the child screaming and rushed up, 
to see the baby bleeding and the father 
standing over her, apparently wild with 
rage, Mrs, Hendrix cried, "What in the 
world made yon do this?" Hendrix re- 
plied sullenly, "Well J did it. That's all." 
The wife says her husband had choked 
the child nearly to death and great marks 
encircled its neck. 


The following from the Philadelphia 


Evening lelegraph contains some facts 
about Gettysburg that may not be gener- 
ally known: On the battlefield at Gettys- 
burg are 837 monuments 79 statues and 
some 800 tablets. Plus all these are 417 
Union and Confederate cannon. It will 
never be possible to mark tbe battlefields 
in France and Flanders in such fashion. 
When Meade met Lee at Gettysburg ten 
or twelye-pounders were the common 
cannon used. Pennsylvania had one more 
infantry regiment in the battle than New 
York and two more cavalry regiments, 
but New York had ten more aitillery 
units than Pennsylvania. 
Virginia had 


the most troops in Lee's army, although 
Alabama, Georgia and North Carolina 
had large numbers there. 


Among the victims of the horrible die- 


aster which occurred to the Hagenback- 
Wallace circus aggregation last Saturday, 
were John Henry, son of Mrs. Emnm 
Hnnry, of York, and Mr. Henry's wife, 
who v:as a performer. When the wreck 
occurred, William C. Henry, a brother, 
of Pittsburgh, visited the scene, as his 
brother was known to have been an as- 
sistant to the general manager. He wired 
his mother that from what he could gath- 
er John had been incinerated, that there 
was no yestige of his remains by which 
identification could be made, and that 
tiis wife, who was one of the actresses, 
was so badly burned and injured that 
ler deata occurred in a hospital, and was 
taken charge of by her parents. 


Harold Carnthers Noble, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Elmer E. Noble, of York, was 
natantly killed late on Friday afternoon 
n an airplane fall at Ludlow, five miles 
north of Chanute field, Rantoul, 111. 
It 


was the first death of any flyer attached 
to this field since the Chanute field had 
jeen built, and Cadet Noble, who was 
expecting his commission before long, 
according to a letter recently received by 
lie relatives, is the first York man who 
entered the aviation service of the United 
States government to lose hia life. 
He 


was alone in the machine when it tell, 
ie was twenty-five years old and enliet- 
ed for service on December 28, 1917.

A portion of the set­ 
tlers were ardent Tories—so ardent, 
in fact, that it was not until the war 
of 1S12 that the Scotch of Cape Fear 
valley finally turned away absolutely 
from the royal standard. 
The story is one of singular misfor* 
tune.

wItnoRSPS Iho unique spectacle of 
the Stars and Stripes and the flag 
of Gre^at Britain intertwined in a 
bond of friendship, the United States 
allied with her old mother country in 
fighting the world battles of democ* 
racy. 
In that memorable document 
which was proclaimed to the inhabi­ 
tants of the original thirteen colonies 
142 years a^o is a sentence which 
.seems fitting now as an indictment of 
tho EifTopean monarch against whom 
America ip at war. It is this: 


Our ropcaletl potitions havo been 
•wered only by repeated injury. 
a n - 
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Xffurrs. 
ur^t^rrn. 
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^ktm tirr ¡nnm -'iíw t rmthwrx 
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And then follows this severe arraign­ 
ment of George III, the last of the Eng­ 
lish klnirs who maintained the divine 
right of rule: 


A prlnro whose character Is thus mark- 
o<l by every act which may define a ty­ 
rant Is unfit to be the ruler of a freo 
people. 


Prior to the Revolutionary struggle 
the sentiment in all the colonies for 
ten years and more from the time of 
the first Stamp Act troubles was 
strongly against a severance of rela­ 
tions with the parent country. 
Paul 
Revere’s ride and the battles of Lexlng* 
ton and Concord in April, 1775, memo­ 
rable as those events are as the fore­ 
runners of the great conflict, failed to 
arouse any widespread enthusiasm for 
independence. It is even significant to 
note that just a year before tluj Dec­ 
laration of Independence \vas unani­ 
mously approved by all of the thirteen

the whole to discuss tlie resolutions. 
The delegates from Pennsylvania, New 
York and one or two other colonies ob­ 
jected on the ground that the middle 
colonies were not yet ready for so radi­ 
cal a step, although personally express­ 
ing a friendly attitude. 
Delegates Hesitated. 
Unanimous action by all the colonies 
on so momentous a question was re­ 
garded by congress as of paramount 
importance. Some of the delegates had 
not been instructed to go so far as vot­ 
ing for Independence, New York and 
New Jersey being among them. 
The 
majority had been authorized to take 
any action that might be deemed wise, 
Virginia having gone so far as actual­ 
ly to instruct her delegates to propose 
colonies the Continental congress that ;i declaration of independence to con- 
had appointed AVasliington comman­ 
der in chief of the army, drew" up, July 
G, 1775, a declaration of the causes for 
taking up arms in which it was said: 


We mean not to dissolve that union 
wliioh has so long and so happUy sub­ 
sisted between us and which we sincere­ 
ly wish to seo restored. 


Even Thomas JelTerson, the author 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
two months after tho battle of Bunker 
Hill wrote that he was “looking with 
fondness tow^ard a reconciliation with 
Great Britain.*’ 
A few far-sighted leaders like Ben­ 
jamin Franklin, 
Samuel and John 
Adams and Patrick Henry had felt at 
a 
comparatively 
early 
date 
that 
a break was inevitable. 
The historic declaration of the citi­ 
zens of Mecklenburg county. North 
Carolina, in May, 1775, was one of sev­ 
eral local events indicating that public 
opinion was tending toward independ­ 
ence, but not until the appearance of 
Thomas 
Paine’s 
stirring pamphlet, 
‘‘('Jommon Sense,” early in January, 
1776, was there any appreciable public 
sentiment in its favor. 
In the plain 
language of the day it presented the 
facts so simply that all could under­ 
stand. 
This ‘‘phenomenon,” as John 
Adams styled Paine, suddenly found 
himself transformed from obscurity to 
fame. 
The Pennsylvania legislature 


gress, and Richard Henry Lee w^as 
simply obeying the legislative voice of 
his colony when ho presented his I'eso- 
lutlons. 
June 10 congress postponed final 
consideration for three weeks, and on 
the following day appointed a commit­ 
tee of five to draw up the declaration. 
Richard Henry Lee, as the proposer of 
the plan, would surely have been on th\i 
committee and, possibly, Its chairman, 
had he not in the meantime been hur­ 
riedly summoned home by the illness 
of his wife. 
But for that I^ e might 
have been the author of tho declara­ 
tion instead of his younger Virginia 
colleague, Thomas Jefferson, then but 
thirty-three years old. 
JelTerson had brought to congress 
the reputation for wielding a facile 
pen, and in the balloting for the com­ 
mittee he received a majority of votes 
and became its chairman. The others 
were John Adams of Massachusetts, 
Benjamin Franklin of Pennsylvania, 
Roger Sherman of Connecticut and 
Robert R. Livingston of New York. 
Honor Given Jefferson. 
How did JelTerson come to be se­ 
lected to write the Declaration, “the 
one American state* paper, as has been 
said, that has reached to supreme dis­ 
tinction in the world and that seems 
likely to last as long as American civi­ 
lization lasts”? 
The most interesting account Is glv- 


instructed to vote in its favor, on July 
4, which thenceforth became the recog­ 
nized birthday of the new nation. 
The old bell ringer of Philadelphia, 
who had been patiently waiting for the 
news in the steeple of the historic 
statehouse, was the flrst to peal out 
the message of American independence 
on the bell ever since honored as the 
Liberty Bell. No longer was there any 
doubt that public opinion was ready 
for the step, for, as the news spread, 
it was everywhere received with ex­ 
ultation. 
Word came to George Washington 
July 9, at his headquarters in New 
York, that the Declaration was ratified, 
and it was at once read to the sol­ 
diers and citizens. 
On the same day 
the New York assembly. In session at 
White Plains, gave Its formal vote for 
Independence, and the thirteen colonies 
were then united In their common 
cause. 
John Hancock, president of the con­ 
gress, was the only member who signed 
the declaration on July 4. An engross­ 
ed copy on parchment was ordered for 
all the delegates to sign. 
This was 
completed August 2 and signed by 54 


voted him $2,500, and a Southern legls-1 on by John Adams, who says that he 
and Thomas Jefferson were designated 
by the committee to prepare the rough 
minutes in a proper form. Mr, Jeffer­ 
son first proposed that Adams prepare 
the draft of the Declaration. Adams 
declined, giving, as he says in his au­ 
tobiography, the following reasons: 


(1) That he was a Vlrsjlnlan and I a 
Massachusettensian. 
(2) That he was a 
Soutliern man and I a Nortliern one. 
(3) 
Tliat I had been so obnoxious for my 
early and constant zeal in promoting tho 
measure that every draft of mine would 
undergo a more severe scrutiny and criti­ 
cism in congress tlian one of liis composi­ 
tion. (4) And lastly, and that would be rt*a- 
son enough if there were no other, I had a 
fjreat opinion of tho clegani’o of his pen 
and none a t all of my own.

which had never seen a moving picture 
show or a bath tub, where stoves are un- 
known and where all young men have 
been sent to tbe front, Lieut. Joseph A. 
Lerew, formerly of Latimore, says in a 
letter to hie mother: 


"We are not far from the fighting line 


and can hear the roar of the cannon. We 
are doing some hard work getting ready 
to lick tbe Kaiser. It is for you mother, 
and the rest of the loyed ones at home 
that I am here, and I will go where I am 
needed, and if needs he go down on the 
field of battle to keep the women and 
children of our loved U. S. A. from suf- 
fering like the French. There is not a 
young man to ba seen in France, all are 
at the front, and the aged men, women 
and children are tilling the eoil in order 
lhat the French people might live. The 
Y. M. C. A. and Red Cross are doing a 
wonderful work here. They certainly are 
ife savers. On our journey from our 
anding place to where we are now, the 
Red Cross gave us sandwiches and hot 
coffee several times, and it does one good 
o see aud hear an American girl talk. 
France is a beautiful country and deserves 


better fate than what she is now suffer- 
'g- We get plenty to eat and it tastes 
ery good. 
The United States feeds as 


well as pays its men very well. The 
>ench soldier gets 5 cents a day while 
ur lowest man gets $1 These people are 


far behind the timts, they do not have 
stoves and do all their cooking in a fire 
place. They do not know anything about 
bath tubs or anything of the kind. "Last 
night the Y. M. C. A. gave a movje show 
here. It was the first movie the inhab- 
itants of the town ever saw. They went 
silly to see the pictures. They could not 
understand. I have quite a job now. I 
am censor for our company, and must 
read and O. K. all of the letters that are 
written, so that you see that I have a job 
besides our work. Yesterday I had about 
500 letters to read and it almost gives one 
the fits. We are doing some real work, 
we are at it early and late. We wear steel 
hats all the time and they almost bake 
your head; If 1 am not bald headed \rhtn 
I come home it will not be the hat's fault 
for your head almost bakes in the iron 
thing. We also have to have our gas 
masks on."

$50,000 For Road 
Wok in County. 
State Highway Commissioner O’Neil on 
Friday announced the roads and their lo* 
cation which the Highway Department 
will improve with the $^>00,000 set aside 
for the department, for the improvement 
of “ war emergency roads.’^ Five of the 
most important sections are being resur 
faced with bituminous mixed material, 
owing to the exceedingly heavy motor 
truck traflic. 
The work in its entirety is 
being handled by the Department’s main 
tenance division, Adams county gets $50,- 
000 of the entire amount. Of the real ap 
propriation $20,000 is to be spent on a 
stretch of road a little more than 
mile 
in length in Germany township; while 
$30,000 is to be spent in Cumberland, 
Mt Joy and Germany townships, on a 
stretch of road 9 miles long. 
Though the 
announcement does not state definitely, 
it is presumed that tho two sections are 
the ones which have been followed by the 
many Army truck trains.

There is a little 2-year-old girl baby 
near Glenville, York county, which bears 
marks of cruelty and the authorities of 
the communities are making an investiga^ 
tion with a view of punishing the father 
of the child, Raymond Hendrix, a young 
farmer, who lives just over the line in 
Maryland. According to the story as told 
by the child’s mother, Mrs. Blanche H. 
Hendrix, her husband has been abusing 
the baby ever since it was born.

Sunday, Mrs. Hendrix says, she took the 
child along with her to church. 
After 
they returned her husband took the baby 
upstairs and soon afterward the mother 
heard the child screaming and rushed up, 
to see the baby bleeding and ttie father 
standing over her, apparently wild with 
rage, Mrs. Hendrix cried, “ What in the 
world made you do this?^' Hendrix re­ 
plied sullenly, ‘'Well J did it. That's all.** 
The wife says her husband had choked 
the child nearly to death and great marks 
encircled its neck. 
The following from the Philadelphia 
Evening lelegraph contains some facts 
about Gettysburg that may not be gener­ 
ally known: On the battlefield at Gettys­ 
burg are 837 monuments 79 statues and 
some 800 tablets. Plus all these are 417 
Union and Confederate cannon. 
It will

or twelye-pounders were the common 
cannon used. Pennsylvania had one more 
infantry regiment in the battle than New 
Yc»rk and two more cavalry regiments, 
but New York had ten more artillery 
units than Pennsylvania. 
Virginia had 
the moat troops in Lee’s army, although 
Alabama, Georgia and North Carolina 
had large numbers there. 
Among the victims of the horrible die 
aster which occurred to the Hagenback- 
Wallace circus aggregation last Saturday, 
ere John Henry, son of Mrs. Emma 
Hunry, of York, and Mr. Henry’s wife, 
who v;as a performer. 
When the wreck 
occurred, William C. Henry, a brother, 
of Pittsburgh, visited the scene, as his 
brother was known to have been an as­ 
sistant to the general manager. He wired 
his mother that from what he could gath­ 
er John had been incinerated, that there 
was no yestige of his remains by which 
identification could be made, and that 
his wife, who was one of the actresses, 
was so badly burned and injured that 
her death occurred in a hospital, and was 
taken charge of by her parents, 
Harold Carnthers Noble,* son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Elmer E. Noble, of York, was 
Instantly killed late on Friday afternoon 
in an aiiplane fall at Ludlow, five miles 
north of Chanute field, Rantoul, III, It 
was the first death of any flyer attached 
to this field since the Chanute field had 
been built, and Cadet Noble, who was 
expecting his commiBsion before Jong, 
according to a letter recently received by 
his relatives, is the first York man who 
entered the aviation service of the United 
States government to lose his life.

There is not a 
young man to bo seen in France, all are 
at the front, and the aged men, women 
and children are tilling the soil in order 
that the French people might live.

Y. M. C. A. and Red Cross are doing a 
wonderful work here. They certainly are 
life savers. 
On our journey from our 
landing place to wl^ere we are now, the 
Red Cross gave us sandwiches and hot 
coffee several times, and it does one good 
to see and hear an American girl talk.

An Ordinance 


Regulating the speed, operation and use 


of motor vehicles in the Borough of 
McSherrystovvn. 
Section 1. Be it enacted and ordained 


by the corporate authorities of the Bor- 
ough of McSherrystown, and it is here- 
by enacted a ' ordained by the authori- 
ty of the same. That from and after the 
p*assage of this act it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate a motor vehicle 
on the public highways of the Borough 
of McSherrystown recklessly, or at a rate 
of speed -greater than is reasonable and 
proper, having regard to the width, traf- 
iic and the use of the highway, or so as 
not to endanger property, or the life or 
limb of any person; and no person shall 
drive a motor vehicle at a rate of speed 
greater than a mile in four minutes. 


Section 2. Every motor vehicle shall 


be provided when in use with good ant 
sullicient brakes, and with a horn, bel 
or other signal device, and all motor ve 
hides phall, from one hour after sunse 
until one hour before sunrise, have a 
least two (2) white lights, visible at least 
two hundred (200) feet in the directior 
in which the motor vehicle is proceed- 
ing, and likewise shall display one (I/ 
red light plainly visible and attached to 
the rear of the vehicle, provided that 
motor vehicle need display only one (1) 
white light visible in the direction ir 
which they are proceeding. 


Section 3. No person while intoxicat- 


ed shall operate a motor vehicle, and no 
person shall operate a motor vehicle who 
is not lawfully in possession and entitled 
to do the same. 


Section 4. All persons violating thi 


oidinance shall be subject to a tine of not 
less than Five Dollars (S5.00) or more 
than Twenty-five ($25.00), to be recover- 
ed before the bnrgess or any justice oi 
the peace of said borough, as like fines 
are by law recoverable, or in case of non- 
payment of the fine shall undergo im- 
prisonment in the borough lock-up for a 
period not exceeding forty-eight (48) 
hours.

If we are going 
kO do our duty by our boys In arms 
and our Allies, we must cons<n*ve tho 
beef 'here at h©me, in order that they 
may have sufiU*ient food.

entail no serious hardship on otir i>eo-v 
pie. 
There is a plentiful supply. If 
pork and a reasonable qi>antity of 
other meat is used.

Regulating the speed, (iteration iind use 
of motor vehicles iu the Borough of 
McSherrystown. 
Section 1. 
Be it enacted and ordained 
by the corporate authorities of the Bor­ 
ough of McSherrystown, and it is here­ 
by enacted and ordained by the authori­ 
ty of the same, That from and after the 
pfassage of this act it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate a motor vehicle 
on the public highways of the Borough 
of McSherrystown recklessly, or at a rate 
of speed «greater than is reasonable and 
proper, having regard to the width, traf­ 
fic and the use of the highw^ay, or so as 
not to endanger property, or the life or 
limb of any person; and no person shall 
drive a motor vehicle at a rate of siJted 
greater than a mile in four minutes. 
Section 2. 
Every motor vehicle shall 
be provided wdien in use wdth good and 
sullicient brakes, and w’ith a horn, bell 
or other signal device, and all motor ve­ 
hicles shall,. from one hour after sunset 
until one hour before sunrise, have at 
least two (2) white lights, visible at least 
two hundred (200) feet in the direction

The majority of people get weighed occasionally at the corner grocery or on the penny in the slot scales in tho 
railway station. If they happen to miss these two points Avhich always seem to be conveniently equipped with 
scales, they are apt to go from one year's end to another without giving their weight consideration. As a matter 
of fact, it is an exceedingly important indication of one’s physical condition. A continuous decrease in one's weight 
should be regarded with suspicion. 
One of tho flrst things which is recorded at the State Tuberculosis Dispensaries when anyone calls for cxami- 
gallon is their weiglit. At each subsequent visit they are weighed and a record icept. 
The samrj thing is done 
with patients at tho State's Tuberculosis Sanatoria. 
Eacli weelc patients in charge of tho various nurses aro 
weighed and the figures recorded. In taking their position on the scales, the nurses always face them away from 
the balance In order that they may not be depressed If tho showing is not satisfactory.

Remarkable Increases in weight are common with patients at Mont Alto, Cresson and Hamburg Sanatoria and 
the records In tho office oí Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, Commissioner of Health, at Harrisburg, show that individual* 
iiave gained aa tuuch as seventy-five pounds after three months’ treatment.
